It 
will be remembered that histori- 
ans relative to early attempts of 
North Carolina colonization claim- 
ed that White was gone three 
i aud came hack finding no 
trace of hiB colony. By agroe- 
; between Qov. White and 
those he left at the fort, if they 
left by reason of distregs, they 
were to leave a cross marked on 
th" tree, and if they left volunta- 
rily, they would tell where they 
had gone. White fell into the 
ways of the buccaneer, aud was 
it-three years. On his return 
he fouud no cross, no colonists, 
but the word "croatau" carved on 
tree. It is now known that they 
crossed Croatau Souud aud took 
up with Hatteras Indians. Their 
posterity are oalled "Croatans," 
,:id are half breeds, a colony of 
rhich !iv« around ScuffiVtown. in 
Robinson entity, this Stat* 
hav-K the names of some of 
early settlers and tho char- 
isticH of both whites and Iu- 
i. They have a patriarchal j 
form of government, don't ask or j 
leek social equality with whit?s. j 
They have the hospitality for ' 
ihich the son of the forett is fam- 
ed, and will camp on the trail of 
i enemy. With bravery of the 
lites and the cunning of the Iu- 
an, thev make bad foremen. 
During the civil war, when the 
nion troops captured Ft. Fisher 
and Newbem, they pressed all the 
negioes into service. Among oth- 
ers they pressed an old man nam- 
Lowery, who was a Croatau. 
Iudiaus won't work for themselves 
much leaB a captor, as was found 
by the Spanards in the conquest 
f Mexico and Peru. Old man 
L'jwery was shot for insubordina- 
tion. His sons, Steve and Henry 
Berry, the latter as brave and aa 
nergetic as King Philip or Te- 
umseb, meditated v.engeauce. 

Every deserter from theConfed- 
racy or camp follower, who had 
,ny part in their father's execu- 
ion, hit the dust when the cruel

Tbe rush of Texas home-seekerg to 
secure choice portions of 300,000 acres 
of State land recently opened for settle- 
ment recalls similar scenes at the 
opening of Oklahoma and of the 
"Cherokee Strip" and serves to remind 
us how vastare the areas in the United 
States still untenanted and untitled. 

The Texas land would not makt 
many ranches of the wasteful dimen- 
sions common in the southwest, but it 
would divide Into 3,000 good farms.
